But he wav ed oft 
the advice from all quarters of the 
chamber of “rest” and doggedly con- 
tinued to display his indomitable 
spirit. He passed lightly over the 
criticism, which has been promi- 
nent in the debate, that the French 
language is mot the official ian- 
guage of the treat’ saying:

“It is not my fault if the Eng 
language is spoken by nearly two- 
thirds of the civilized world.” 

The chamber’s apparent determi- | 
nation to prolong the de" -‘* as long | 
as possible was not deterred by the 
premier’s request for a vote on the 
treaty today, for while M. Clemen- 
ceau was speaking, several deputies | 
inscribed their names on President 
Deschanel’s list as participants in 
the debate. M. Clemenceau warned 
the chamber that if it refused to 
ratify the treaty, it would make it 
an instrument of death to France, 
while if the chamber ratified the in- 
strument, France would become im- 
bued with its spirit, which would 
mean the life and resurrection of 
the country.

Washington, September 25.—The 
president’s belief that the league of 
nations will prevent war was held 
today by Senator New, republican, 
of Indiana, to be “scarcely less vis- 
ionary than the ‘hallucinations’ of 
Don Quixote.” 

“Many a man has believed in fic- 
tion,” the senator added. “The mil- 
rage in the desert is as plainly vis- 
ible to the man who is lost in the 
Wilderness as is the substantial 
thing itself to the man to whom it 
is sufficiently close at hand to be 
accessible to the touch. Don Quixote 
believed Rozinante a war horse. He 
believed a tin washbasin to be a gold 
helmet and windmills to be an army 
in battle. As for me, 1 believe the 
president’s dream of the actualities 
of this league to be scarcely less 
visionary than the hallucinations of 
the Don. When the president tells 
his audience that the league is in- 
surance against war, he calls to my 
mind the hypnotist, who has his sub- 
ject eat a piece of chalk in the de- 
licious hallucination that it is- ice 
cream, and to acept the thrust of a 
pin in the flesh as a caress. The 
presumptive difference is that in 
our case we shall realize the decep- 


tion when we have been restored to 


consciousness and sanity.

Atlanta is in line for an auto- 
matic telephone exchange, accord- 
ing to the report of the Southern 
Bell Telephone company on _ pro- 
posed improvements made to the 
tailroad commission and given to 
the public Thursday. Just when 
the installation of this mechanical 
equipment can be expected de- 
pends, it stated, upon factory 
conditions and development, but 
the probability is that the first 
equipment will be completed by the 
end of 1921 or early in 1922. 

Another feature of the report is 
that the Southern Bell will spend 
$9,000,000 for plant extension in 
Georgia during the next three 
years. Included in this amount 
will be the cost of a new centra: 
office in Savannah, besides many 
improvements in Atlanta‘and else- 
where. 

To attract and make comfortable 
their operators the company  an- 


nounced that it had leased a cen- 
trally located apartment house in 
Atlanta for'two years at a rental of 
$6,300, and have spent $30,000 on 
improvements there in order to 
furnish living places’ for 120 
operators. The company will give 
them reasonable room and board at 
a loss of $17 per person, it is estim- 
ated.

In the spring of ‘70 teams were 
organized in various cities with the 
avowed determination of defeating 
the Cincinnati Reds. Chicago put 
up a team with Spalding as pitcher. 
Spalding had been pitching for the 
Forest City team of Rockford, IIls., 
and had been brought to Chicago to 
make him available in the game 
contemplated with the Reds. 

Beaten by Atlantics of Brooklyn. 

After starting from home in the 
spring of '70 the Reds worked their 
way into New York again and on 
June 14 met the Atlantics of Brook- 
lyn, by whom they were given their 
first defeat by a score of 8 to 7 
in a 10-inning game. That defeat 
seems to have taken the life out of 
the Reds aggregation and ina short 
time the team began going to pieces, 
the Wright brothers, Gould and Mc- 
Vey going to Bosten, while Allison 
and Brainard went to the Olympics 
of Washington, where they played 
the next year, ’71, in teams belonp- 
ing to the National Association uf 
Professional Baseball Players. Cin- 
cinnati did not have a team in that 
association and appears to have giv- 
en little attention to the game unti} 
the winter of 1875, when the 
National league wags first organ- 
ized with ex-Governor Bulkeley, of 
Connecticut, as president. However, 
during the ’70 tour, when the Reds 
reached Chicago, they were beaten 
in two consecutive games by the 
Chicago White Stockings. 

The National as first made up was 
composed of the Athletics of Phila- 
delphia, Boston, Chicago, Cincinnati, 
Hartford, Louisville, Mutuals of New 
York and St. Louis. 

The Cincinnati team of ‘76 was 
composed of C. H. Gould, its old 
first baseman, as manager; C. J. 
Sweasy, its old second baseman; §&, J, 
Fields, W. C. Fisher, H. Kessler, U. 
Snyéer, Cc. W. Jones, R. Clack, D. .f. 
Pierson and A. 8S. Booth. 

In 76 and again in ’77 Cincinnati 
ran last in the race, but in ‘78 
she ended in second place behind 
Boston, who captured the pennant. 
In ’79 Cincinnati led the second di- 
vision at the end of the season in 
Which Providence came out first. 
Again in ’80 Cincinnati was the 
eighth club in the season’s fight. 
In 1881 Cincinnati withdrew from 
the learue because of league legis- 
lation the Reds thought would hurt 
the game’s patronage, Detroit tak- 
ing her place. But in 1891 she 
came back to the National and has 
Since that date been one of her most 
consistent if not successful members. 

Kighteen-eighty-one saw the 
formation of the old American asso- 
ciation and as Cincinnati was with- 
out a league membership she quick- 
ly took a franchise in the new or- 
ganization, the first opposition to 
spring up for the National. The 
season of ’82, the initial season of 
the association, saw six clubs en- 
listed. They were the Cincinnatis, 
the Keclipse, of Louisville; the Ath- 
letics, of Philadelphia; Allegheny, of 
Pittsburg; the St. Louis and the Bal- 
timores. 

Cincinnati Wins First Pennant, 

The season was a good one and the 
Cincinnati Reds came out in front 
for the first and only time in her 
baseball history. However, she has 
been the runner-up on more than 
one occasion in every organization 
to which she has belonged—the Na- 
tional, the American and the Union 
association. 

The champion Cincinnati team 
that year was composed of Will 
White and Harry MeCormick, pitch- 
ers; Snyder and Powers, catchers: 
Stearns, McPhee and Carpenter on 
the bases; Fulmer, shortstop; Som- 
mers, Mecculler, Wheeler, outfield- 
ers; Luff and Kemmler, substitutes; 
Charles Fulmer, manager. 

The American took on two new 
members, the Metropolitan, of New 
York, and the Columbus, Ohio, team 
in ’83, That year Cincinnati landed 
in third place. The ’84 season saw 
Cincinnati end in fifth place, while 
next year she landed second. In ’86 
Cincinnati led the second division 
in the American and in '87 was run- 
ner-up to St. Louis, the pennant 
winner of that year. In ‘88 
in 89 she occupied fourth place’ in 
the race, but in the fall of 1889 she 
resigned from the American asso- 
ciation and was re-admitted to the 
old National, her first baseball love. 
Celebrating her return to the Na- 
tional in ’90 Cincinnati mana ed to 
make fourth place a good distance 
ahead of Boston, many times a pen- 
nant-winner. Ninety-one saw Cin- 
cinnati close the season in seventh 
place, followed by Pittsburg. In ’92 
she ended fifth in a twelve-club 
league, while in '93 she led the sec- 
ond division of the twelve clubs 
making up the circuit that vear. In 
°94 she was tenth in twelve clubs,

Ninety-nine she 
closed the season at the bottom ot 
the first division, Pittsburg, New 
York and Chicago all being below 
her in the second division. Nineteen 
hundred, in an eight-club league, 
she ended just above New York, who 
occupied the cellar, and the next 
year succeeded in changing places 
with New York, by taking the cel- 
lar, with the Giants just one nitch 
above them, Bcth a ’02 and in '03 
the Reds occupied fourth place 
among the eight clubs making the 
organization those years. Ii ’04 she 
went up to third, with New York 
and Chicago only in front, but the 
next year she dropped to ith place.

Colorndo Not Excited. 

Colorado is not wildly excited 
over the league and there has not| 
been much agitation here respecting 
it. The people seem to take it for 
granted that after the senators tire 
of playing politics they will settle 
down to the real task of finding 
some satisfactory method of adopt- 
ing the league. Feeling the league 
is inevitable, Colorado sees nothing 
in the situation to get excited over. 
They all like “Charley” Thomas out 
here, but even his pronunciamento 
against the treaty failed to cause 
any sort of stir. The president's 
greeting in Colorado with speeches 
today in Denver and Pueblo was 1n 
keeping with his receptions. else- 
where in the west, big and noisy. 
Here in Pueblo the president ran 
into the steel strike, all the men of 
the Colorado Fuel and Iron company 
being out. The mills are closed 
down and the strike is proceeding 
in an orderly manner. No violence 
has been resorted to or threatened 
and the steel people say they will 
keep the mills idle as long as th» 
men want to remain out. 

The friends of Irish freedom are 
pursuing the president with their 
newspaper advertisements 
right up to the closing stages of his 
swing around the circle and the 
president today touched once, indi 
rectly, upon the Irish situation. He 
said that the league of nations 'n 
operation, the rights of men not lib: 
erated under the treaty itself would 
be given a place where they could 
be heard. 

“If there are nations which wish 
to exercise the power of self-deter- 
mination, but are not liberated by 
this treaty.” said the president, 
“they can come into that great fo- 
rum, they ean point how their de- 
mands affect the peace and quiet of 
the world, they can point how their 
demands affect the good understand- 
ing between nations. There is a fo- 
rum here for the rights of mankind 
which was never before dreamed of 
and in that forum any man, any 
representative, has the right to 
speak his full mind. If that is not 
a wholesome mor&\ clearing house, 
I wish somebody would suggest a 
better, and it is just & moral clear- 
ing house that the world needs.” 

To Make Determined Fight. 

President Wilson's determination 
to fight the mild reservationists as 
well as the so-called serious ones 
apparently means further delay in 
the ratification of the treaty, al- 
though the president himself says 
he does not understand delays. He 
intimates further that he does not 
“eover the processes of opposition.” 

Finally, the president warned the 
senate today that when it has acted 
it will be for him to determine 
whether its action constitutes an 
adoption or a rejection. 

“and I beg the gentlemen who are 
responsible for the action of the 
Tinited States senate to make it per- 
fectly clear whether it is an adop- 
tion or a rejection,” he added. “J 
do not wish to draw doubtful con- 
clusions. I do not wish to do injus- 
tice to the process of any honest 
mind. But when that treaty is acted 
upon I must know whether we have 


today the president declared poli- 
tics had no part in the treaty fight. 
He insists the issue has nothing 
whatever to do with him, despite 
the efforts of some to make it per- 
sonal.

Paris, September 25.—Apparently 
in emulation of Captain Gabriele 
d’Annunzio, whose drastic seizure of 
Fiume centered the attention of th 
world on the eastern littoral of the 
Adriatic, other Italian leaders are 
reported to be advancing on Spalato, 
Sebenico and Trau, important towns 
along the coast, which have b‘en un- 
der the control of Jugo-Slav forces. 
Peace conference circles are plainly 
concerned over the situation, which 
seems to have become quite 2rave. 

Belgrade advices declare Italian 
~Oldiers have overpowered a small 
Jugo-Slav force at Toguire and have 
entered the town. It is probable 
that the place mentioned :s Trogir, 
the Croatian section of the city of 
JTrau, about fifteen miles northwest 
of Spalato. Further south there 
appears also to be disorders, re- 
ports from Rome indicating there is 
a virtual reign of terror at Ragusa, 
a Dalmatian town close to the fran, 
iicr of Montenegro.

King 
Nicholas to the Montenegrin throne, 
from which he was ousted oy action 
of the national assembiy last April.

Sorghum acre- 
age for syrup is short, on account of the 
late wet spring, while peanuts, with a 
greatly reduced acreage, show some im- 
provement,

STOLEN BANK FUNDS 
ARE FOUND BURIED 


Chicago, September 25.—With the 
recovery of $42,500 found buried 
on the Wisconsin farm of Onuery 
(John) Wedja, father of John S. 
Wejda, clerk in the Chicago post- 
office, who is said to have planned 
the robbery, the amount recovered 
from the $234,000 stolen from a 
registered shipment from the Chi- 
cago federal reserve bank to the 
Standard Oil Company of Indiana, 
at Whiting, Ind., Thursday, today 
was brought to $181,500. The 
money was found wrapped in old 
rags and buried in a milk can. It 
was the younger Wedja’s share of 
the loot, accefding to officers. 

The missing money is believed, 
the police say, to be in the posses- 
sion of a man who disappeared 
with the arrest Tuesday night of 
the younger Wejda and Leo and 
Walter Filipkowski. Tme Filip- 
kowski brothers, with the missing 
man, are said to have done the 
actual robbine. Much of the money 
recovered was placed in safety de- 
posit boxes by them or members of 
their families.
